ter 12 o'clock. 


Just before the gavel fell, Frank

delegates. As soon as the nags were 
handed around, they began to wave 


' them about Ohio's standard. 


Kev. Dr. W. O. Waters delivered

Daugherty, 
delegate 
from 
Ohio, 


claimed the floor 
and 
announced 


that the committee OB credentials, 
of which he is vice chairman, 
had 


completed its work and would 
be 


ready to report within the hour.

and Judge James D. Connor of Indi- 
ana, who attended the first Republi- 
can convention in 1856, were intro- 
duced to the convention by Chair- 
man Burrows.

Gompers, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, in person presented 
labor's, demands to the sub-commit- 
tee on resolutions today. In his ad- 
dress he hinted that if the labor un- 
ions were to be destroyed, if 
they 


were to be treated "on the 
same 


plaen as criminal trusts and monop- 
olies," there might be a revolution. 


We don't want .to eat an employ- 


er as an appetizer before breakfast 
or, as dessert after dinner." he said, 
but w« want fair treatment and we 
are going to have it. We are not 
Anarchists or destroyers of proper- 
ty." While labor demands eight hour 
work day. universal 
suffrage, 
em- 


ployers' liability and other minor en- 
actments, the chief demand is for 
•endorsement of "anti-injunction leg- 
islation."

Chicago, June 17.—The great fight

After being in session until 
after 


midnight, 13 platform makers, con- 
stituting the' sub-committee of the 
resolution committee met again at 10 
•o'clock this morning to renew their 
contentions. Indications 
are 
that 


they will favor the insertion of 
an 
< 


anti-injunction plank. 
The minority 


claims that there is a majority there 
against the plank, putting the prob- 
able vote at 30 to 32. Taft 
leaders 


are equally as positive that they will 
be in command and that the platform 
as reported by the whole (committee, 
will contain the injunction plank. 


No matter which 
side is in 
the 


minority it is practically certain that 
the Taft contests will be fought out 
on the floor ol the convention. A 
minority report will be presented and 
then will come the tug of war which 
promises to develop into one of the 
most stirring scenes witnessed in any 
recent national convention. 


Speaker Cannon, who has been in 


the fore front of the opposition, is 
being urged to 
take 
a 
delegate 


proxy and make a speech against the 
ilank from the floor of the Coliseum. 
Most of the old line leaders of 
the 


senate and house will be 
lined 
up 


with Cannon. 
Their theme will be 


that any limitation of powers of the 
courts-jrould~he-a- surrender to .So- 
cialistic Labor sentiment which would 
alienate the conservative business ele- 
ment throughout the country. 


Senator Hopkins and Long Wade 


Ellis of Ohio, and 
"Trust 
Buster" 


Kellogg of Minnesota, will lead the 
fight in favor of the plank. 
President 


Roosevelt has telegraphed Kellogg to 
fight until the last ditch. 
Secretary 


Taft, through Frank H. Hitchcock, 
has called upon his friends to stand 
by him and see that the 
plank 
is 


made a part of the platform. 


The remarkable spectacle is pre- 


sented of Chairman Gary of the Steel 
corporation, George W. Perkins, con- 
fidential representative of ,1. Pierpont 
Morgan, Paul 
Morton 
and 
other 


, -financiers working in behalf of 
the 


anti-injunction plank. 


In return they proba'oly desire the 


influence of labor friends to secure a 
plank legalizing the pooling of rail- 
road rates. 


The platform makers have practi- 


cally agreed on the planks on tariff, 
regulating of trusts, railroads, wage- 
earners, the currency question and 
negroes. 
These planks were ac- 


cepted practically as submitted by 
Wade Ellis and approved 
by 
the 


President and Secretary Taft. 


The Taft followers securely cinched 


control of the 
national convention 


early 
today 
when, after 15 hours 


session the committee on credentials 
concluded its labors and by an over- 
whelming majority ratified the action 
of the national committee in every 
single contest brought before it. The 


minoirity, and a scant minority at 
that, were talking fight when 
the 


committee completed its work. They 
declared they would support 
Mayor 


Charles A. Bookwalter of Indianapo- 
lis, in a minority report demanding 
that the contesting 
delegates 
be 


seated. 


A "hunch" is said to have come 


from Washington that the permanent 
organization of the convention ought 
to be completed by night fall, so tiiat 
the Thursday session could be devot- 
ed entirely to completing the platform 
and naming the candidates.

switch point at Haines Switch, 
so 


when Iu7 came along at high speed 
it left the track. Haines 
Switch is 


one-half mile west of Madison Mills 
and nine miles east of Washington 
C. H. 


Train 106. due here at 12:20 a. 


m., was delayed eight hours on ac- 
count of the wreck. 


Engineer 
Floyd's 
body 
was 


brought in on train 104 at 12:30 p. 
m. Wednesday. 


The dead engineer was 51 years 


of age and had been in the B. and 
u. service for jears and was one of 
the company's most trusted men. He 
was well known and popular 
here, 


being one of a large family and had 
numerous brothers and sisters, most 
of whom reside at Newark.

Lima, Ohio, June IT— (1:30)—The 


•weather here is ideal this afternoon 
and the city is filled wrth visitors. 
Bands galore are parading the streets 
and the boys in blue are having the 
time of their lives. 


Lima's hospitality is unbounded and 


the old vets are loud in' their praise 
of the • excellent. treatment -which is 
being accorded them. This morning 
nearly two hundred of them formed 
Jn Hm> flTid with Newark badges on 
their coat lapels marched, through the 
principal streets, booming the Holder 
town. Souvenir cards of Newark 'are 
numerous and if the citizens of Lick- 
ing and especially the business men, 
could .get a glimpse of the busy mer- 
chants here during the encampment, 
they would have been more liberal in 
assisting Secretary Maylone to try and 
bring the big convention to Newark 
next year. 


It is estimated that here are over 


20,000 strangers in the city today and 
it is thought that there will be a 
great many more tomorrow, which is 
the big day of the week. 


The selection of the convention city 


for next year may not be made until 
tomorrow morning, 
although every 


effort is being made to have it decid- 
ed this afternoon. 
Newark "boost- 


ers" can be found by the thousands 
and all the Newarkites are working 
like beavers. Good results have been 
accomplished and the Cleveland del- 
egation has lined up for Newark. That 
city is close to Lorain and the fact 
that they are supporting Newark has

000 men, presented what is regarded 
as the moat ladical of all injunction 
pioposibons in evidence. It read:

lation as will guarantee to workmen

'He told the commit- 
tee that the bankers of the country 
believed that the introduction of such 
bank? would be poor policy; that they 
would take trom 40 to 60 per cent of 
the deposits now in state savings 
banks and similar institutions and 
would tend to cause still further with- 
drawals in times of financial panic. 
He thought the. matetr might safely 
be left to the commission established 
by the recently adopted Aldrich-Vree- 
land act. 


The room was then cleared and the 


committee went into executive ses- 
sion 


Senator Long of Kansas, who made 


the motion during the first session of 
the committee for the appointment of 
a subcommittee of 13 members, and 
who was the first member appointed 
by Senator Hopkins, chairman, said 
in discussing the platform: 


"I am going to do everything possi- 


ble in the committee to make the plat- 
form in line with Roosevelt and Taft, 
and especially as shown by the latter 
in his speeches preceding this conven- 
tion. I do not expect we shall make 
a 
platform satisfactory to the ex- 


tremists on either side, but I do be- 
lieve it will be satisfactory to the 
great body of Republicans and that 
they will indorse it." 


Senator Long had particular refer- 


ence to the much-discussed injunction 
question. He stated it was his belief 
that this plank would merely declare 
against summary action by courts, 
without recommending anything that 
would lessen the dignity and preroga- 
tives of the court as established by 
long practice. 


When he went to the subcommittee 


Mr. Long said: "I do not Deheve the 
gravity of this platform fight is appre- 
ciated. It is simply a question of 
whether the platform will be along 
well-known 
administration 
lines or 


whether it will be the platform of the 
"allies-." 


Tba subcommittee made very little 


progiess with its woik during the 
evening. 
The question of the anti- 


injunction plank received some con- 
sideiation, but its final disposition 
\\ as postponed 
A poll of the subcom- 


mittee shows that it stands 9 to 4 m 
favor of the injunction plank, Messrs. 
Hopkins. Long, Adams, Ellis, Craw- 
foid, Kellogg, Warner, Ballinger and 
Groner being for and Messrs Crane, 
Payne, Dalzell and Clarke against.

How to Preserve Linoleum. 


Good linoleum is in Its fiibt cost an 


expensive kitchen floor co\ering, but 
it can be made to last practically a 
lifetime by the very simple device of 
giving it a coat of spar varnish every 
six months, at a cost of perhaps 30 
cents for a room 10 by 12.

sent out by the Xursery Department: 


Considerable alarm has been caused 


among the owners of shade and fruit 
trees the past week by :!ie appearance 
of the larvae of the white marke-l 
Tussock moth (notolophus leucostog- 
maj. 
Many have read of the injury 


caused in the east by the moth, and 
immediately came to the conclusion 
that the same enemy to -shade trees 
was in our m'idst. 
Such is not the 


case, as the presence of the gyps: 
moth is stil confined to Massachu- 
setts and neighboring States, and i 
hey continue to combat this insect 
as thoroughly as at present it will 
jrobaibiy be a number of years before 
ve find it ui Ohio. 


The female white marked tussock 


moth is wingless anfl for this reason 
he spread of this insect is usually 
ilow. 
She lay her eggs on the co- 


:oon 
from which she has emerged 


Covering them with a white froth} 
iiater.al. These cocoons are fastened 
to trunks or nearby objects, and often 
imes to the twigs of trees, in which 
:ase they are partlv enclosed in the 
oaf. In the late fall these egg masses 
can be. easily seen and if they are col 
ected and 
the trees banded with 


some adhesive material about June 
the first, the younger caterpillars are 
prevented from reaching the leaves 
and the injury is avoided. This is the 


use well understood, the maintenance 
of earth roads becomes a s'.mple and 
inexpensive matter.

of our roads must be maintained as 
earth roads for many years to come. 
This must be done 
by inexpensive 


methods and the split-log drag will be 
a powerful aid if economy is the cri- 
terion demanded. 


In the construction of this inrple- 


nent, care should foe. taken to make it 
o light that one man can lift it with 
•ase. a light drag responding 
more 


'eadily to various methods of hitcb- 
ng than a heavy one, as well as to 
the shifting of the position of the o<p- 
erator. The best material for a split- 
og drag is a dry red cedar log. 
al- 


though red elm and walnut are excel- 
ent, and box elder, soft inaple, 
o^ 


even willow are superior to oak, hick- 
ory, 
or ash. 
The log should be be- 


jween 7 and 10 feet long and "from 10 
to 12 inches in diameter at the butt 
nd. 
It should be split carefully as 


near the center as possible, and the 
heaviest and best slab chosen for the 
['ront. In the front slaD 4 inches from 
the end which is to drag in the mid- 
dle of the 
road bore, a 2 inch hole 


which is to receive a cress stake. At 
a distance of 22 inches- Irom the other 
end of the front sla.b, locate the cen- 
ter fotr another cross stake. The hole 
for the middle stake will be on ajine 
connecting- halfway foetween the two. 
Then place the back sla.-b in position 


d from the end which is to drag in

Ihero is no question as to the econ- 


omy of this road maKIng implement, 
either in first cost or :n operation.

These figures were furn'isheu by Pro- 
fessor W. C. Hoad, of the University 
of Kansas, who secured them from 
official records of the counties. 


Some figures furnished 
by F. P. 


Sailbord- and R. H. Aishton. general 
manager of the Chicago and Xorth- 
western railway, have 
revealed the 


wonders of this simple 
device.

Sa'nliorn said '"the least expense per 
mile per annum for split-log- dragging 
was $1.50, the greatest a little over 
?G, and the average expense per mile 
for 5 1-2 miles

fact that during the season we have 
experienced the extremes of weather 
conditions.1' 


The testimony of Mr. Aishton 
is 


equally strong. Learning that a town- 
ship 'in Iowa had been making an in- 
vestigation of the split-log drag and 
had been experimenting with it for a 
year on 2S miles of highway, he sent 
an agent to secure information.

board had pa'id the cost 
of making 


the drags and of hiring men to oper- 
ate them, the total expense for one 
year averaged hut $2.40 a mile, and 
the roads were reported to have been 
"like a race track'' tae greater por- 
tion of the year.

For ordinarv purposes, the hitch

The team should 
be driven with one horse on either 
ide of the right hand wheel track or 
rut the full length of the portion to 
be dragged, and made to return 'in the 
same manner over the other half of 
1 he loadway.
